ATTACKED IN 
COURTS AT BIRMINGHAM

BIRMINGHAM, 
Ala., July 30. — 
$uit was filed in the circuit court yes­ 
terday by 0. M. Floyd, Mrs. Mattie 
Floyd, W. 0. Graves and Mr*. L. E. 
Graves against Dr. George W. Reese 
for 1750 damages. 
The complainants allege that tlfce 
defendant was owner of a dwelling 
hoijpe at 2181 Highland avenue and 
“with intent of profiteering in rent­ 
ing said dwelling house and with 
the intent of obtaining fraudulent or 
grossly excessive rental price over 
true or intrinsic worth for,-use and 
enjoyment of said dwelling, 
well 
knowing that the plainti&s were un­ 
able to obtain another suitable i p > 
ing house for. them and their family 
by means of duress forced plaintiffs 
to sign and execute a lease contract 
to defend**.” 
By the Jthrpri*» of said contract, it is 
alleged 
that 
the plaintiffs agreed 
to* lease house for twelfe mopths, 
beginning October 1, 1919, at a rental 
value of |U 0 per month. It is aver­ 
red that the rent has been paid each 
month by plaintiff to defendant un­ 
der duress and protest. 
It is further alleged in the com- 
pu.Mit that the dwelling house and 
residence was leased by the defendant 
from the original owner of 
same, 
agreeing te pay him the sum of |60 
per month and subrented or subleased 
the same to plaintiffs at $110 per 
month, the defendant not having a 
dollar invested in the transaction. 
P'ajntiffs aver that $72fi of the $1320 
paid by them to defendant is profit 
i and which amount has been paid by 
plaintiff to defendant under dure»» 
and protest wherefore the plaintiffs 
sue for the recovery of said amount 
and their reasonable cost.
